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About one-third of the 1,068 borrowers in the sample lived in each of 
the three States. Over two-fifths of the borrowers entered the standard-loan 
RR program during the first period covered by the study (March 1, 1936-February

Of the borrowers for whom some record of performance in farm and homes 
stivities after entry on the program was expected, a record was not available 
for 22 percent.

| The relation between the veriod cf first standard loan and the crop year 
after the first loan to which the last record of performance applies is shown 
by table 3.
